DECREASE OF MAN POWER IN AUTO 
INDUSTRY 


The ab bile industry was’ considered che 
harbinger of industriai era of untold pros- 
verity. The » economic. prophets were assur- 


ing ux-waly a few short rs sinve that the satura- 
tion point in automobile consumption is a long wav 
off. if it ever comes.. On that basis “prosperity” 
of the autsmobile industry was to last indefinitely. 
- Perhaps th » right as regarsls those in control 
of this givuntic industry. But Jet us see how de- 
yelopments effected the employees of the plants. 
Tn the year 1904 it required about 1920 man hours 
to build a motor car; ‘by 1919 this figure dropped 
to 303 mpn hourg: or less than one-fourth of the 
1994 laho~ efforts. However, in the vear 1929 it 
took just ninety-two men hours to produce an ayer- 
age automobile, 

In other words; hin. a period of only twenty- 
five years automotive technology decreased’ tho 
human lakor power required in the process of car 
building by relma percent. This figure: will 


jow a furtherfelimioation of human labor in the 
period to comp, as the Saturation .point is being 
rehched, and competition will force further mech- 
canization of human labor, In 1918 and 1919 the 
average selling price of a Ford car was about $360, 
and the cost of production about $90. Today the 
mueh improved cars of. that clasa sell for around 
$400; or slightly below, and probably represent 
» am actual reduction cost of a little above $100. It 
was stated in the vear 1918 that the main ambi- 
tion of Henry Ford was to produce a car which 
would sell in the neighborhood of $100. This could 
only be accomplished by an almost total elimina- 
tion of human labor, which stage the industry is 
rapidly -avvroaching. — Manless Machines and: 
Workless Man. 4
